MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  May  22,  1991  Minutes.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT; 

President  Faherty  advised  that  the  last  Executive  Council  Meeting 
was  held  prior  to  the  Gompers,  Murray,  Meany  Educational 
Institute  and  commented  on  the  success  of  the  event  and  that  he 
had  received  good  reports  from  the  delegates  in  attendance  and 
that  the  only  negative  remarks  during  the  Institute  was  one 
relating  to  the  Secretary  of  Labor's  presentation  and  appearance. 
He  also  noted  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from  an  AFSCME 
Council  93  President  who  had  attended  the  Conference  whose 
candid  remarks  about  the  Secretary's  presentation  hit  the  nail  on 
the  head.  President  Faherty  also  noted  that  in  the  latest 
edition  of  the  Labor  Guild  newsletter  under  the  Chaplain's  corner 
reference  was  made  that  the  Governor's 

person,  spoke  at  a  conference  on  enterpreneurialship  and  that  the 
message  being  sent  left  a  lot  to  be  desired  and  not  a  good 
message. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  congratulated  V.P.  Felder  and 
V.P.  Kerr  as  the  recipients  of  the  GMM  Merit  awards  presented 
during  the  conference  and  additionally  commended  VP  Felder  on  her 
appointment  as  a  member  of  the  SEIU  International  Board. 

President  Faherty  reported  that  former  Senator  John  Houston  from 
the  Worcester  area  had  called  on  him  to  discuss  his  ongoing  ideas 
for  a  referenda  around  the  issue  of  the  cost  of  auto  insurance 
and  noted  this  issue  could  be  one  of  great  interest  to  the 
members  of  organized  labor  but  that  with  everything  that  was 
going  on  with  the  state  and  the  amount  of  money  that  would  be 


needed  to  fund  such  a  referenda  campaign,  that  the  Senator 
informed  him  this  idea  was  going  to  be  put  on  hold  for  now. 
President  Faherty  suggested  to  the  Vice  Presidents  that  if  any 
one  of  them  was  interest  in  such  a  referenda  campaign  to  contact 
the  Council  office. 

The  President  advised  attending  and  participating  at  a 
Labor /Management  conference  sponsored  by  the  Labor  Guild  at 
Boston  College  and  that  it  was  a  great  conference;  on  attending 
and  speaking  at  an  Awards  Dinner  honoring  V.P.  Felder  and  Mark 
Erlich  of  the  Mass.  Building  Trades  and  sponsored  by  U- 
Mass. /Boston  Labor  Studies;  on  meeting  with  Lobbyist  William 
Delaney  regarding  legislation  on  the  reopening  of  Suffolk  Downs, 
that  he  noted  was  going  to  be  reported  out  favorably  and  of 
assurances  if  the  Council  assisted  him  he  would  give  assurances 
that  this  track  would  be  built  union  and  staffed  union  and  that 
in  the  past  and  IBEW  union  had  represented  the  Pari-mutuels  and 
that  a  food  service  union  has  represented  the  food  service 
workers  there;  reported  on  testifying  at  the  Legislature 
regarding  Workers  Compensation  legislation;  on  attending  a 
retirement  party  for  AFSCME,  Council  93  B.A.  Tom  Connelly,  who  he 
had  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  who  then  passed  away 
approximately  one  week  after  the  party;  on  meeting  with  John 
LaPerle,  the  newly  appointed  CAP  Director  for  the  UAW  and  Red 
Moran  from  Brookside  Hospital  in  Somerville  regarding  problems  of 
substance  abuse  that  are  available  and  noted  that  he  had  referred 
this  information  to  the  Substance  Abuse  Committee;  on  meeting 
with  Diane  Faulker  from  the  Federal  Mediation  Service  regarding 
the  possibility  of  a  Labor/Management  conference  being  put 
together  in  the  fall;  on  meeting  with  Ironworkers  Local  7  B.A. 
Bob  Banks  and  Mass.  Building  Trades  Council  President  Leo  Purcell 
regarding  the  rate  setting  fees  under  workers  compensation  and 
further  noted  that  the  Legislative  Director  would  report  further 
on  this  meeting  during  his  report;  on  attending  and  addressing 
the  State  Convention  of  the  International  Association  of 
Firefighters  held  on  the  Cape  and  reported  that  Robert  McCarthy 
had  been  re-elected  the  Prof.  Firefighters  Union  President. 

President  Faherty  reported  on  meeting  with  Secretary  of  Human 
Services  Charles  Baker  and  David  McGinnis  of  Plumbers,  Local  12, 
Jack  Taylor  of  IBEW  103  and  Charlie  Donohue  of  the  Gr.  Boston 
Health  Planning  Council  regarding  the  issue  of  Health  care 
benefits  and  coverage  and  its  costs  and  reported  that  the 
Secretary  was  interested  in  the  dialogue  but  that  each  side  was 
not  in  total  agreement  and  that  future  meeting  would  be  scheduled 
to  share  ideas  and  concerns;  on  meeting  with  Jack  King  of  DET, 
Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  and  John  Laughlin  regarding  funding  of 
the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Employment  and  Training  grant  and  that  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  would  further  elaborate  on  this  meeting 
during  his  report. 

President  Faherty  updated  the  Council  Vice  Presidents  on  the 
Greyhound  Strike  and  that  it  appears  to  be  near  settlement  and 
that  the  Union  had  rejected  the  first  11  pages  of  proposals 
submitted  by  management  and  that  these  documents  had  been  first 


sent  to  the  Bankruptcy  Court  before  the  Union  was  in  receipt  of 
them.  He  further  stated  that  when  and  if  this  strike  was 
settled  a  victory  dance  would  be  scheduled  and  further  advised 
that  if  this  strike  is  settled  it  would  offer  hope  at  the  end  of 
the  tunnel  for  other  potential  strikes  and  strikers. 

The  President  reported  that  he  had  attended  the  Convention  of  his 
International  Union,  the  UWUA  as  a  member  of  his  National 
Executive  Board  and  advised  he  did  not  run  for  re-election  as  an 
Exec.  Board  Member  and  that  Frank  Toland,  President  of  UWUA, 
Local  387  took  his  place  in  that  position  and  that  Donald 
Wightman,  President  of  UWUA,  Local  3  69  would  become  a  National 
Vice  President. 

President  Faherty  reported  that  at  the  request  of  Senator  Ted 
Kennedy  he  was  a  participant  and  testified  on  the  Senate  program 
regarding  the  unemployment  issue  in  Massachusetts  that  was  held 
at  the  IBEW  Local  103  Hall  and  that  at  this  time  the  federal 
government  has  been  requested  to  get  involved  with  the  request 
for  extended  benefits.  President  Faherty  noted  that  no  one  can 
understand  how  the  unemployment  figures  are  going  down  but  that 
the  13  extended  benefit  weeks  was  being  discontinued;  he  also 
reported  that  after  his  comments  at  the  Kennedy  hearing,  the  Weld 
Administration  was  upset  with  his  comments,  ideas  and 
recommendations  for  a  pension  investment  conference  that  they  had 
originally  been  in  agreement  with. 

President  Faherty  further  reported  on  meeting  with  AFGE  President 
Emeritus  Dan  Kearney  and  Robert  Yablonski,  Exec.  Director,  Inter- 
Agency  on  the  Homeless  from  the  Federal  Government  to  discuss  a 
conference  on  the  issue  of  homelessness  in  Boston  in  July  and 
noted  further  information  would  be  mailed  out  on  this  event. 

The  President  reported  that  Massachusetts  has  a  newly  elected 
Democratic  Congressman,  John  Olver  and  publicly  thanked  V.P.  Dart 
and  V.P.  Mele  for  their  hard  work  and  assistance  in  this 
victory  and  noted  the  entire  Mass.  Congressional  Delegation  were 
Democrats  and  that  it  was  his  hope  that  each  of  them  continue  to 
vote  like  Democrats;  he  also  noted  attending  a  live  CNN  to  Boston 
hookup  on  the  live  swearing-in  ceremony  for  Cong.  Olver  and  noted 
his  speech  was  one  of  compassion. 

President  Faherty  reported  that  he  had  met  with  U.S.  Savings 
Bonds  Exec.  Director,  Jack  Williams  and  as  has  been  done 
historically  in  the  past  a  letter  of  support  and  endorsement  of 
U.S.  Savings  Bonds  would  be  going  out  to  the  affiliates;  on 
attending  a  fundraiser  for  a  friend  of  labor,  Representative 
Suzanne  Bump. 

On  meetings  of  the  Workers  Compensation  Advisory  Council, 
President  Faherty  reported  that  regarding  the  issue  of 
alternative  dispute  resolution  there  is  an  attempt  to  try  to  move 
the  system  along  more  quickly  by  having  some  cases  go  right  to 
the  Judges;  that  there  is  too  much  time  involved  before  checks 
are  received  and  that  attempts  are  being  made  to  come  up  with  a 


system  to  speed  the  check  process  along  and  to  make  payments 
sooner.  He  noted  that  some  of  the  cases  for  adjudication  should 
not  be  going  to  conciliation  for  remedy  but  should  be  going 
directly  to  the  Judges  for  action. 

At  this  time  the  President  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that  V.P. 
Foley's  son  had  passed  away  last  week;  that  V.P.  Joyce  was  out 
ill  and  has  been  in  and  out  of  the  hospital  for  tests  and  that 
former  Frontlash  Director  Jim  Shaw  was  in  Beth  Israel  Hospital 
after  an  auto  accident. 

The  President  advised  that  each  of  the  Vice  Presidents  and 
affiliates  had  received  a  mailing  on  the  COPE  Fundraiser  Boat 
Cruise  and  noted  this  year's  event  was  at  the  time  running  behind 
last  year's  COPE  fundraiser  efforts  and  urged  the  participation 
of  the  Vice  Presidents  in  this  event  and  thanked  those  who  had 
already  advised  of  their  participation.  On  the  TOP  TWENTY 
SOLIDARITY  COMMITTEE  $2  0  contributions,  the  President  reported 
there  was  almost  200  individuals  who  had  signed  up  and  that  this 
endeavor  was  looking  successful;  he  noted  the  Council's  aim  was 
to  get  3,000-4,000  individuals  enrolled  and  requested  that  each 
of  the  V.P.'s  also  participate  in  the  TOP  2  0  and  thanked  them  for 
their  continued  assistance. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  advised  that  it  was  the  tradition 
of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Council  to  forego  an  Executive  Council 
Meeting  in  the  month  of  July. 

MMS  to  go  with  tradition  in  that  a  July  Council  Meeting  would  not 
be  scheduled.   So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER: 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  presented  the  regular  monthly 
financial  report  of  the  Council  and  noted  that  the  Council  was 
operating  on  a  tight  margin  and  that  as  has  been  reported  in  the 
past,  a  major  affiliate  is  in  and  then  out  and  that  things  have 
deteriorated  and  noted  it  was  his  hope  that  this  issue  could  be 
finally  resolved. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  advised  that  V.P.  Irvin  was  Chair  of  the 
Finance  Committee  and  would  be  calling  a  Finance  Committee 
meeting  prior  to  the  Convention  and  that  action  should  be  taken 
to  do  something  about  the  Council's  finances  at  the  State 
Convention.  He  further  noted  the  Council  is  doing  fundraisers 
and  political  action  programs  which  are  one  of  the  main  goals  of 
the  council  and  that  these  programs  have  to  continue. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  he  would  answer  any 
questions  regarding  the  financial  report  from  the  Vice 
Presidents. 

V.P  Dart  inquired  as  to  the  health  care  and  dental  benefits  costs 
appearing  high. 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  noted  the  Health  Insurance  costs  are  a 
major  increase  and  that  the  dental  coverage  just  went  up  and 
noted  that  health  care  premiums  in  1988  -  $4,600,  1989  -  $6,400 
and  in  1990  -  $8,200  was  paid  for  the  married  employee's 
coverage. 

He  further  noted  that  BC/BS  is  a  good  plan  and  the  present  dental 
plan  was  OK  and  that  one  of  the  difficulties  was  to  put  a  budget 
in  place  for  four  years  and  with  the  increased  costs  of  health 
care  benefits,  to  hold  that  budget.  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  noted  that 
the  Council  operation  was  labor  intensive  and  that  65%  of  the 
budget  goes  towards  salaries  and  benefits. 

VP  Dart  inquired  as  to  whether  the  Council  could  purchase  a  plan 
directly  from  BC/BS. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  he  has  been  discussing 

this  and  that  they  would  have  to  take  our  size  group  and 

geographical  location  into  consideration  and  that  he  has  talked 
with  the  Union   Steward  about  this   situation  also. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  Council  has  to  watch  what  it  does 
with  this  issue. 

VP  Dart  suggested  as  an  option  to  get  involved  in  some  kind  of 
hourly  contribution  plan. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  now  it  works  out  to  about 
$4.00  per  hour  and  that  he  appreciated  such  suggestions  and  that 
he  was  agonizing  over  this  issue  of  increases  and  will  be  further 
debating,  restructuring  and  discussing  the  situation. 

Discussion  took  place  over  the  issue  of  hearing  aids,  optical 
coverage  and  prescription  coverage. 

V.P.  Wcislo  advised  that  with  the  figures  presented  it  comes  out 
to  a  1  to  9  ratio  and  that  is  about  the  same  amount  of  money 
that  her  organization,  Local  285,  SEIU  expends  for  each  of  their 
25  employees  and  that  is  what  she  is  paying  in  comparison  to  her 
employee's  salaries.  She  also  suggested  the  possibility  of  union 
staffs  of  various  unions  be  placed  under  one  plan. 

President  Faherty  noted  that  even  if  the  State  Employees  were  put 
together  under  health  care  plans  of  municipalities  the  group 
costs  would  not  decrease. 

V.P.  Hogan  suggested  that  his  organization,  Painters  District 
Council  could  take  the  staff  into  its  plan. 

Discussion  on  the  disability  program  and  that  only  two  staff 
people  had  used  such  and  that  for  the  most  part,  no  one  goes  out. 

V.P.  Hogan  advised  that  his  organization  had  taken  in  Local  391 
into  their  plan  which  actually  helped  out  their  plan  because  the 


numbers  increased  and  they  are  paying  on  a  total  of  52  weeks 
contributions . 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  advised  that  he  had  copies  of  a 
draft  put  out  by  the  Post  Audit  and  Oversight  Committee,  S-1610 
regarding  the  utilization  and  amounts  of  money  being  expended  for 
public  sector  employees  and  noted  that  if  additional  copies  were 
needed  to  contact  the  Council  office. 

On  the  Treasurer's  Report,  V.P.  Wcislo  noted  that  the  Council  got 
by  this  month  by  $2,000  and  noted  a  $17,000  grant  amount  listed 
and  asked  if  this  amount  reflected  the  grant  money. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  it  was  based  on  three  months 
of  revenue  and  that  if  it  was  not  for  the  past  grant  we  would 
have  finished  in  the  red  last  month  and  that  if  we  did  not  get 
the  renewal  of  the  grant  by  July  1  that  by  the  time  of  the 
Convention  we  would  be  in  the  red  and  that  all  was  being  done  to 
negotiate  the  grant  renewal. 

President  Faherty  noted  that  the  per  capita  decreases  are  what  is 
hurting  us. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  one  outstanding  per 
capita  payment  is  NAGE  for  over  $40,000  and  $15,000  from  an  IBEW 
telephone  local  union.  He  also  noted  the  per  capita  had  been 
increased  during  the  year  from  225,000  to  235,000  over  past  years 
and  that  the  Firefighters,  UFCW  and  SEIU,  Local  285  has  increased 
their  membership  and  thanked  each  and  noted  the  Council  had  lost 
a  lot  of  numbers  in  small,  industrial  unions  which  do  add  up  and 
noted  that  drastic  numbers  of  public  employees  were  facing 
layoffs,  etc  and  that  would  also  have  a  dramatic  affect  on  the 
per  capita  payments  and  that  if  AFSCME  who  is  a  large  per  capita 
payer's  membership  goes  down,  this  would  cause  additional 
problems. 

ACTIVITIES: 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  an  unemployment  bill 
could  come  out  in  the  fall  and  that  there  is  a  lot  of  working 
being  done  by  Labor  with  it  and  of  a  lot  of  talk  around  the  issue 
of  extended  benefits.  He  reported  he  is  a  member  of  the  DET 
Advisory  Board  which  is  highly  politically  driven  and  noted  it  is 
a  good  thing  organized  labor  is  on  this  board.  He  further 
reported  that  the  extended  benefits  program  will  be  coming  to  an 
end  at  the  end  of  June  and  that  the  State  has  to  have  5%  insured 
unemployment  for  extended  benefits  to  kick  in  and  that  happened 
on  April  1st  and  that  if  someone  had  gualified  for  unemployment 
last  week  and  thought  they  were  going  to  get  the  additional  13 
weeks  benefits  extension  they  would  not,  it  would  be  ending. 
Also,  that  the  insured  unemployment  rate  is  dropping,  and  this  is 
what  determines  the  amount  of  extended  benefits  even  though  the 
unemployment  numbers  are  rising.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  added 
that  the  chances  of  picking  up  more  uninsured  numbers  did  not 
look  good  and  that  it  was  now  a  catch-22  situation.  He  did  note 
this  means  we  have  a  good  opportunity  to  say  that  the  present 


system  is  inadequate  and  does  not  meet  the  needs  of  laid  off 
people  and  that  there  would  be  heavy  press  around  people  who  are 
being  knocked  off  the  rolls  and  are  unemployed. 

At  this  time  a  discussion  took  place  around  the  issue  of  the 
Labor  vote  which  took  place  in  the  legislature  regarding  the  home 
rule  petition  on  the  abolishment  of  the  election  of  the  members 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  both  the  BTU  and  the  MFT 
were  in  opposition  to  this  petition  and  that  questions  have  come 
up  as  to  why  it  was  recorded  as  a  labor  vote  in  the  legislature 
and  why  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  took  such  action.  It  was 
stated  that  labor  could  not  take  a  walk  on  such  an  issue  which 
affected  the  votes  of  its  members  as  citizens  in  that  labor 
represents  between  40,000  -  50,000  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
labor  should  have  a  say  in  our  children's  educational  process. 
He  noted  the  National  AFL-CIO  always  gets  involved  in  such 
citizen  issues.  It  was  noted  that  some  people  thought  the  action 
taken  was  bad  and  that  the  action  was  taken  as  a  result  of 
requests  by  affiliates. 

On  the  Mass.  Jobs  Council,  Sec./Treas.  Haynes  reported  that  after 
much  discussion  the  Board  was  considering  expanding  its  numbers 
from  21  to  40  people;  20  of  whom  would  come  from  business  which 
would  leave  labor  in  the  lurch;  he  advised  that  after  much 
negotiating,  a  smaller  amount  of  was  agreed  upon  of  which  31 
would  go  to  business  and  three  of  which  would  be  members  of 
organized  labor  and  that  President  Faherty,  himself  and  Donald 
Soule  would  be  maintained  on  the  Board.  He  noted  labor  must  stay 
involved  in  this  Council  in  that  JPTA  will  be  coming  out  with 
training  grants  and  would  be  moving  training  monies  and  that  we 
should  have  a  say  in  the  training  and  reemployment  areas. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  United  Way  Exec. 
Director,  Robert  Chandler  was  retiring  and  after  a  world-wide 
search  Marion  L.  Heard  out  of  Connecticut  will  be  taking  his 
place  and  noted  that  the  interviewers  noted  this  particular  woman 
was  one  of  the  best  ever  interviewed  for  such  a  position.  He 
noted  that  she  had  formerly  run  the  United  Way  of  Bridgeport, 
Connecticut  and  that  he  would  be  checking  with  AFL-CIO  unions 
there  for  background  information  and  noted  as  a  voting  member  of 
the  search  committee  he  did  in  fact  vote  for  her  and  felt  hopeful 
we  could  improve  our  relationship  with  United  Way.  On  the  Irish 
American  Labor  Coalition  Awards  dinner,  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
commended  President  Faherty,  V.P.  Collins,  Tom  Mclntyre  and 
Legislative  Director  Foley  on  their  commitment  and  dedication  to 
this  event  and  causes  it  assists  and  noted  that  we  have  high 
unemployment  figures  in  this  state  but  in  Ireland  its  90%  with 
terrible  conditions  and  that  this  dedicated  group  are  doing  nice 
things  for  people  there  and  each  of  them  deserved  credit. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  to  the  Vice  Presidents  that 
the  Council  has  used  the  services  of  GMC  Advertising  to  raise 
monies  for  the  Education/ Scholarship  Committee  and  that  our 


program  has  just  ended  and  that  recent  publicity  regarding  GMC 
and  the  AG  issuing  an  injunction  regarding  fundraising  against 
them  has  come  down.  He  noted  he  had  received  inquiries  from  the 
press  regarding  the  actions  of  this  group  and  their  overzealous 
solicitors  who  have  contacted  potential  ad  book  ad  buyers.  He 
noted  $30,000  had  been  guaranteed  in  the  past  and  that  amount  is 
now  at  $20,000  and  suggested  the  Council  should  get  out  of  the  ad 
book  business  raising  money  for  scholarships.  He  suggested  that 
something  along  the  lines  of  a  $.01  per  capita  allotment  go 
direction  to  the  scholarship  fund  as  a  possibility  in  the  future 
and  that  he  would  be  discussing  this  idea  at  future  Council 
finance  committee  meetings.  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  noted 
that  the  Council  had  done  nothing  wrong  with  this  group  but  could 
not  say  whether  GMC  had  done  anything  wrong.  He  noted  the  AG 
does  not  think  a  80%  -  20%  split  is  fair.  He  noted  the  Catholic 
Churches  and  local  carnival  people  share  in  the  same  type  of  per 
centage  breakdowns  on  profits  being  raised. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  updated  the  Vice  Presidents  on  the 
activities  of  the  U-Mass.  Trustees  search  for  an  interim 
President  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  noted  that  he  tried  to  get 
former  Speaker  and  Holyoke  CC  President  David  Bartley  elected  to 
this  post  and  that  Mr.  Bartley  lost  by  a  margin  of  10  to  9.  He 
noted  David  Bartley  had  great  academic  credentials  and  holds  a 
BS,MS  and  earned  an  Honorary  Doctorate  in  Education  from  U- 
Mass.and  it  was  his  opinion  that  other  members  sitting  on  the 
Board  made  comments  that  were  very  elitist  in  nature  in  their 
selection  process.  He  advised  that  Mr.  Bartley  had  15  years  in 
as  President  of  Holyoke  Community  College  and  has  been  a  great 
advocate  for  quality  education  in  the  Commonwealth  and  further 
that  he  had  been  murdered  by  innuendo  by  the  members  of  Higher 
Education  and  noted  that  they  surely  knew  where  Organized  Labor 
was  on  this  10  to  9  vote. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on  meeting  with  James  Snow  and 
Karen  Courtney  and  Leo  Purcell  of  the  Mass.  Building  Trades 
Council  with  Representative  Finneran  relative  to  a  co-generation 
plant  being  considered  to  be  constructed  at  U/Mass.  Amherst  and 
noted  that  AFSCME  represented  employees  presently  at  that 
facility  and  that  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  interject 
language  into  the  legislation  on  how  the  bidding  process  would 
take  place  and  how  they  would  deal  with  already  unionized 
employees.  He  advised  that  the  Building  Trades  Unions  are  also 
concerned  as  to  the  implementation  of  the  prevailing  wage  rates 
at  this  plant;  that  private  vendors  will  build  the  facility  then 
lease  power  back  to  the  state  then  eventually  the  facility  will 
go  back  under  University  control.  The  Secretary  advised  that 
this  project  could  be  precedent  setting  for  others  in  around  the 
state.  He  further  noted  that  a  good  discussion  took  place  with 
Rep.  Finneran  and  that  Brother  Purcell  and  Jim  Snow  had  done  a 
great  job  at  this  meeting  in  getting  the  Representative  to 
understand  labor's  ideas  and  concerns  in  this  matter. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  V.P.  inquired  as  to  how  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO  became  involved  in  the  home  rule  petition  in  Boston 


regarding  the  election  of  Boston  School  Committee  members  and 
determining  this  as  a  labor  vote  in  the  Legislature  and  noted  it 
was  his  feeling  that  the  Council  did  not  get  involved  in  City 
squabbles  that  affect  a  Mayor  and  City  and  requested  as  to  what 
guidelines  are  followed  in  becoming  involved  in  issues  affecting 
Municipalities. 

V.P.  Nigro  advised  that  he  was  also  interested  in  this  decision 
and  it  was  his  feeling  it  was  not  labor  related  even  though  the 
School  Committee  situation  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  a  disaster. 

President  Faherty  reported  that  he  did  not  agree  whether  it  be 
good  or  bad  as  to  who  should  be  appointed  but  that  the  issue  in 
determining  this  a  labor  vote  was  because  labor  has  always  become 
involved  in  getting  people  the  right  to  vote  and  the  right  to 
participate  in  the  election  process  and  that  the  Council  had  to 
take  the  position  of  supporting  people's  right  to  vote  for 
elected  officials  to  represent  them  and  not  to  disenfranchise  our 
members  as  voters. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  reported  that  the  labor  vote  letter  to 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  stated  that  in  a  democracy,  labor 
always  supports  the  right  to  vote  not  on  the  issue  of  being  for 
or  against  the  School  Committee  or  Mayor. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  noted  that  there  was  no  quarrel  about 
the  way  the  Boston  School  Committee  has  been  running  and  that  it 
is  a  horrible  situation  but  our  membership  should  maintain 
their  right  to  vote  and  that  was  the  issue  at  hand. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  advised  that  Nationally  the  AFL-CIO  is 
on  record  against  Fast  Track  legislation  which  possibly  is  not  a 
labor  vote  and  that  here  in  Massachusetts  we  took  a  position 
against  the  Governor's  appointment  of  a  financial  overseeing 
tribunal  that  would  have  an  affect  on  public  employees,  which 
position  was  taken  at  the  request  of  public  sector  organizations. 

President  Faherty  noted  that  a  similar  situation  happened  in  the 
City  of  Chelsea  where  the  Council  took  on  the  issue  against  the 
BU  takeover  of  the  School  Committee  and  public  schools  system 
which  was  to  give  the  rights  of  the  citizens  of  Chelsea  and  power 
of  the  School  Committee  directly  over  to  BU.  He  noted  this 
position  against  the  BU  takeover  came  as  a  result  of  requests 
from  the  Mass.  Fed.  of  Teachers  and  other  labor  unions.  He  also 
noted  that  if  other  organizations  had  also  contacted  the  Council 
regarding  other  labor  votes  or  requests  for  issues  to  be  targeted 
as  labor  votes  they  would  also  be  given  the  same  consideration. 

Legislative  Foley  advised  that  the  whole  issue  was  one  of 
sanctity  of  the  ballot  box  and  the  citizen's  right  to  vote. 

President  Faherty  noted  that  the  collective  bargaining  process  in 
each  case  would  also  be  altered  for  unions  that  were  involved  in 
each  city.  The  President  also  noted  that  as  a  result  of  the 
letter  being  sent  to  the  Legislature  regarding  the  Boston  School 


Committee  home  rule  petition,  some  legislators  changes  their 
minds  and  positions  on  the  Blue  Law  amendments  and  voted  with 
labor  and  came  over  to  our  side  on  that  one. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  he  as  well  as  many  of 
the  Vice  Presidents  on  the  Council  received  telephone  calls  from 
the  Mayor  or  from  various  people  from  Boston  City  Hall  suggesting 
that  this  action  by  the  Council  was  a  political  one  and  that  he 
had  clearly  explained  our  position  in  that  it  had  nothing  to  do 
with  politics  or  with  Ed  Doherty  from  the  BTU  who  is  running  for 
Mayor  of  Boston  in  that  he  was  against  the  Home  Rule  Petition.  He 
noted  the  letter  to  the  Legislature  was  carefully  drafted  and 
that  the  Council  had  acted  with  integrity  in  taking  everything 
into  consideration. 

V.P.  Dart  inquired  as  to  what  was  the  process  on  designating 
legislation  as  a  labor  vote. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  he,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
the  Legislative  Director  meet  to  discuss  the  issue  and  to  see  if 
it  merits  consideration  and  be  counted  as  a  labor  vote.  He  also 
noted  that  he  did  not  feel  this  was  a  new  issue  in  that  it  goes 
along  the  same  lines  as  the  action  the  Council  took  in  the 
Chelsea  School  Committee  takeover  vote.  Also,  he  noted  that  they 
did  not  think  they  would  ultimately  win  the  vote,  but  did  want  to 
protect  the  right  to  vote  of  the  membership,  electorate  and 
citizens  the  same  way  labor  gets  involved  in  voter  registration 
issues. 

Secretary-Treasurer  advised  that  a  Vice  President  on  the  Council 
along  with  the  Public  Employee  Exec.  V.P.  had  requested  the 
Council  take  the  position. 

V.P.  Nigro  advised  that  the  disenfranchisement  issue  holds  little 
water  because  the  School  Committee  will  be  appointed  co-terminous 
with  the  Mayor  and  that  disenfranchisement  of  voters  takes  place 
when  there  is  1  and  not  13  people  making  the  decision. 

V.P.  Mullane  spoke  on  the  process  of  how  the  Council  takes  a 
position  on  a  labor  vote  and  noted  the  AFL-CIO  worked  hard  on 
IAFF  legislation  but  did  not  target  it  as  a  labor  vote.  He  noted 
a  process  is  needed  to  identify  what  are  labor's  issues  and  on 
how  we  vote  to  have  it  determined  a  labor  vote.  He  suggested 
saving  these  so-called  labor  vote  designations  and  not  designate 
too  many  and  that  in  the  past  collective  bargaining  legislative 
votes  were  not  considered  or  marked  as  labor  votes  and  the  IAFF 
Cancer  Presumption  bill  was  not  designated  as  such.  He  did  note 
the  IAFF  did  not  request  such  designation  on  the  Cancer  Bill. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  advised  that  the  IAFF  Cancer 
Presumption  was  a  labor  vote  even  though  it  was  not  requested. 
He  further  advised  that  things  on  the  Hill  move  very  fast  and 
that  the  letter  being  discussed  took  48  hours  of  discussion  back 
and  forth  between  the  Council  officers  before  being  sent  out. 
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V.P.  Mullane  advised  that  the  other  unions  in  the  City  of  Boston 
should  have  been  informed  of  this  action  and  that  the  process 
should  be  looked  at  in  the  future. 

President  Faherty  reported  that  he  would  meet  with  the  Executive 
Officers,  the  Legislative  Director  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer 
and  get  a  criteria  for  labor  vote  designation  in  place.  He  noted 
that  in  the  past  the  Council  has  been  requested  by  various  sector 
unions,  building  trades,  public,  etc.  to  take  a  position  on 
legislation  and  has  done  so  upon  receipt  of  request  and  noted 
that  the  Council  was  also  getting  flack  from  various  legislative 
friends  on  this  matter. 

V.P.  Cardinal  inquired  as  to  whether  the  Boston  Central  Labor 
Council  has  been  involved  in  this  decision. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  if  this  issue  came  up  in  another 
community  such  as  Holyoke  for  instance,  the  same  principle  of 
disenf ranchisement  of  people  as  voters  would  have  been 
considered. 

V.P.  Cardinal  reported  that  the  Central  Labor  Councils  only 
endorse  for  action  up  to  a  certain  level  then  check  with  the 
State  Federation  for  consultation. 

President  Faherty  advised  this  action  was  not  an  endorsement 
action. 

V.P.  Wcislo  advised  that  she  was  in  support  of  our  position  in 
principle  but  also  feels  deep  frustration  with  the  Boston  School 
Committee  and  that  they  are  unaccountable  and  they  are  presently 
elected  and  noted  that  she  would  have  voted  to  take  the  same 
position  on  this  issue  as  the  Council  did  in  principle.  V.P. 
Wcislo  also  suggested  the  possibility  of  the  Council's 
intervention  regarding  what  could  or  should  be  done  for  both  the 
children  and  the  Boston  School  System.  She  also  advised  that 
sometimes  the  School  Committee  designates  monies  for  collective 
bargaining  for  one  group  and  none  for  others  which  causes 
problems  for  other  the  City  Unions. 

President  Faherty  reported  the  same  thing  had  happened  in  Chelsea 
in  that  BU  allotted  money  for  teachers  and  then  there  was  no 
money  left  for  other  public  employees  and  that  the  same  principle 
can  be  seen  in  Boston. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that 
he  would  mail  a  copy  of  the  letter  requesting  the  Labor  Vote  that 
was  sent  to  members  of  the  Legislature  to  all  Vice  Presidents. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR: 

Legislative  Director  Foley  reported  that  Senator  Owens  voted  with 
Labor  on  the  Blue  Law  legislation  piece  due  as  a  result  of  the 
letter  sent  out  by  the  Council  on  the  Boston  School  Committee

question  and  that  we  had  picked  up  9  additional  representatives 
on  the  Blue  Law  vote  and  that  the  entire  Democratic  leadership 
were  on  the  other  side  of  Labor  on  the  Blue  Laws  vote. 

On  the  Unemployment  Insurance  issue,  the  Director  reported  that 
originally  by  this  time,  federal  borrowing  of  additional  funds 
should  have  taken  place  but  due  to  early  payments  into  the  fund- 
by  various  businesses  the  Commonwealth  at  this  time  has  no  need 
for  borrowing  they  are  using  this  early  payment  money  to  get  by 
at  the  present  time.  He  noted  he  was  still  working  on  the  AIM 
bill  and  on  the  Governor's  submitted  legislation;  drug  testing 
legislation  will  be  taken  up  in  the  fall  session;  on  workers 
compensation,  he  reported  that  meetings  have  been  taking  place 
constantly  for  many,  many  hours  per  week  over  the  last  three 
months  and  noted  it  was  his  feeling  that  the  Governor's  bill 
would  not  go  anywhere,  the  AIM  bill  would  not  go  anywhere  and 
that  re-drafts  would  be  submitted  in  the  fall. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  suggested  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO  should  be  looking  at  the  Program  in  place  on  Workers 
Compensation  Benefits  which  is  entirely  administered  by  IBEW 
Local  3  in  New  York  in  that  this  program  is  subject  to  collective 
bargaining,  keeps  costs  down,  has  better  benefits  and  runs  at  a 
cheaper  cost  than  the  state  of  NY  run  programs.  He  noted  the 
costs  in  the  Commonwealth  are  running  over  2  billion  dollars  and 
suggested  no  matter  what  type  of  legislation  that  comes  out 
regarding  workers  compensation  the  costs  will  increase. 

The  Director  reported  that  he  wants  legislation  that  would  make 
it  mandatory  for  physicians  to  treat  patients  under  workers 
compensation  cases  and  that  we  have  not  been  successful  in  the 
past  on  this  issue.  He  also  warned  of  a  possible  fear  in  that 
medical  panels  would  be  set  up  which  would  add  an  additional 
physician  become  involved  in  determining  workers  comp.  cases.  He 
also  noted  there  was  a  possibility  of  keeping  the  alternative 
disputes  process  in  place.  Director  Foley  advised  that  everyone 
in  the  State  of  New  York  hates  the  Workers  Comp.  System  with  the 
only  exception  being  the  Local  3  administered  plan  set  up  which 
seems  to  be  working  great. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  John  Lewis  has  been  hired  as  a 
Workers  Compensation  Consultant  to  the  House  Committee  and  that 
we  have  dealt  with  him  in  the  past  on  the  workers  comp.  reform 
package  and  that  he  does  a  good  job  although  we  don't  agree  with 
him  on  everything.  He  also  noted  that  there  was  an  outstanding 
$3,000  bill  needed  to  be  paid  for  consultation  fees  on  workers 
compensation . 

At  this  time,  Director  Foley  advised  that  Legislative  Aide 
Margaret  O'Connor  would  be  passing  out  copies  of  the  listing  of 
the  Vice  Presidents  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  which  will 
appear  in  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Legislative  Director  this  year  and 
requested  the  VP's  peruse  it  and  approve  it  for  printing.  It  was 
also  suggested  that  each  VP's  fax  number  be  included  in  the 
booklet. 
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Director  Foley  thanked  the  members  of  the  Executive  Council  for 
their  support  and  assistance  in  making  the  IALC  Awards  Dinner 
successful  and  commented  on  the  tough  financial  times  faced  by 
the  affiliated  unions  of  the  Council  and  that  he  appreciated 
their  participation  in  this  event. 

V.P.  Wcislo  spoke  on  the  process  involved  in  the  State  of  NY 
Workers  Compensation,  IBEW,  Local  3  administered  program  and 
suggested  we  are  going  many  ways  on  workers  compensation,  1  way 
through  the  state's  administration  and  another  through  the 
collective  bargaining  process  and  guestioned  both  and  suggested 
the  council  proceed  with  caution  in  this  area  as  it  relates  to 
the  possibility  of  bargaining  of  workers  compensation,  especially 
in  the  public  sector. 

Director  Foley  informed  the  Vice  Presidents  that  this  NY  plan  had 
been  in  existence  for  25  years  and  certainly  should  be  looked  at. 

V.P.  Nigro  suggested  this  program  is  in  a  different  world  in  NY 
and  that  this  group  had  put  together  a  great  program  and  it 
works . 

Director  Foley  again  noted  that  in  NY,  there  were  lower  costs  and 
better  benefits  being  delivered  as  a  result  of  IBEW,  Local  3, 
Plan. 

President  Faherty  advised  going  with  the  State  plan  or  another 
alternative  would  be  the  collective  bargaining  process  and  that 
presently  in  this  state  the  only  option  available  is  the  state 
process  and  if  collective  bargaining  is  looked  at  it  would  be 
another  avenue  available  which  would  include  arbitration. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  read  the  new  unemployment  figures 
that  just  came  out  along  with  the  amount  of  benefits  presently 
being  paid  out  and  noted  that  good  employers  get  surcharged 
additional  monies  under  the  present  system  to  take  care  of  those 
that  don't  pay  their  share.  He  further  noted  a  good  thing  about 
coming  up  with  a  new  system  is  that  one  would  not  get  involved 
with  the  state  panel  of  doctors. 

V.P.  Dart  commented  on  V.P.  Wcislos's  comments  on  the  NY  plan  and 
reported  that  one  of  the  major  advantages  of  that  program  is  that 
it  is  run  internally  and  that  the  Local  Union  controls  the  system 
not  the  state  and  that  it  is  set  up  administratively  under  the 
guidelines  of  Taft-Hartley  and  that  members  of  the  program 
receive  benefits,  if  so  deserved,  right  away  and  that  there  is 
medical  coordination  and  that  they  also  allow  self-insured 
participation.  V.P.  Dart  also  inquired  as  to  the  setting  up  of 
the  computer  system  at  Rate  Setting  to  determine  who  is  insured 
and  who  is  not. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  he  had  a  meeting  scheduled  for  the 
next  day  to  discuss  this  situation  and  that  when  the  computer 
system  is  on  line  and  set  up  the  information  will  come  directly 
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from  the  insurance  companies  into  the  system  at  Rate  Setting  and 
immediate  information  will  become  available  on  who  is  insured  and 
who  is  not  and  that  as  soon  as  someone  comes  up  on  the  system  who 
is  not  insured  they  will  go  after  them.  He  noted  all  of  this 
would  take  place  hopefully  before  an  injury  happens  or  is 
reported  and  will  prevent  present  question  of  who  is  insured  or 
not.   He  noted  non-insured  will  also  be  added  to  system. 

President  Faherty  noted  this  system  will  be  useful  in  determining 
if  low  bidding  sub-contractors  are  bidding  low  due  to  not 
carrying  insurance. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  noted  this  legislation  is  in  third 
reading. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  V.P.  Phinney  thanked  Legislative  Director 
Foley,  Margaret  O'Connor  and  John  Laughlin  for  their  assistance 
and  support  in  helping  defeat  the  Holiday  store  hours  openings 
and  that  he  had  been  advised  by  his  UFCW  staff  that  the  Council 
staff  had  been  there  right  through  the  process  and  up  on  night  in 
lobbying  against  the  Blue  Laws  legislation.  Exec.  V.P.  Phinney 
extended  his  thanks  along  with  V.P.  McCarthy  and  V.P.  Abdow  for 
the  Council's  help. 

Exec.  V.P.  Phinney  inquired  as  to  the  position  of  the  Mass.  AFL- 
CIO  regarding  the  packaging  legislation  and  that  he  had  received 
inquires  from  several  people  on  it. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  advised  that  MassPIRG  would  be  filing 
a  referendum  on  the  packaging  issue  and  has  asked  him  for 
language  regarding  retraining  that  would  possible  take  place  and 
that  such  language  would  be  included  in  any  proposal.  He  further 
noted  that  all  kinds  of  meetings  were  taking  place  around  this 
issue. 

President  Faherty  reported  that  such  legislation  would  mean  that 
anything  that  is  not  50%  degradable  would  not  be  able  to  be  sold 
in  the  state. 

Director  Foley  added  it  would  also  mean  that  certain  packaging 
could  not  be  shipped  out  of  state  and  noted  it  could  be  a  problem 
with  UFCW  in  that  Stop  and  Shop  could  have  a  problem  stocking 
their  store  shelves. 

President  Faherty  reported  this  issue  could  also  turn  out  to  be  a 
problem  if  considered  a  labor  vote  and  that  we  have  been  opposed 
to  it  in  the  past. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  a  resolution  was  passed  at  the  last 
Council  Convention  in  opposition  to  such  legislation  and  noted 
that  meetings  are  taking  place  between  management  and  MassPirg 
and  that  Labor  has  not  been  involved  in  these  discussions. 

V.P.  Mullane  advised  that  on  the  issue  of  Drug  Testing  that  the 
IAFF  has  been  in  negotiations  discussing  plans  for  public 
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employees. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  there  could  be  a  constitutional 
problem  with  this  issue  and  at  present  this  legislation  on  drug 
testing  is  a  private  sector  bill  and  noted  it  seems  there  are 
more  rights  in  the  private  sector  than  in  the  public  sector. 

V.P.  Mullane  reported  that  the  IAFF  are  negotiating  just  clause 
language  and  warned  caution  in  this  area  as  there  are  many 
obstacles  being  uncovered. 

President  Faherty  announced  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  has  been 
working  with  Attorney  Mary  Sullivan  who  is  a  top  expert  on  drug 
issues. 

Director  Foley  added  that  he  was  comfortable  with  the  proposed 
legislation  but  that  our  position  would  remain  one  of  for  just 
cause  and  that  a  rehabilitation  program  must  be  in  effect  and 
that  the  type  of  test  must  be  determined  with  a  reputable  lab, 
etc. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Donegan  reported  that  he  had  a  meeting  set  up 
with  Director  Foley  and  President  Faherty  regarding  the  computer 
program  being  set  up  at  the  Rate  Setting  Commission  and  at  the 
IAB.  He  also  noted  that  in  his  dealings  with  the  Secretary  of 
Labor  and  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industries  they  were  in 
his  opinion  not  on  the  side  of  Organized  Labor  and  further 
explained  that  after  legislative  approval  on  the  Blue  Laws 
legislation  Commissioner  Torkildsen  then  implemented  what  they 
had  in  fact  voted  against  and  urged  the  Officers  to  proceed  with 
great  caution  in  dealing  with  each  of  them.  He  also  inquired  as 
to  whether  meetings  of  the  Public  Employee  Coalition  were  still 
taking  place  and  if  not  he  suggested  that  these  committee 
meetings  be  reactivated. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  after  discussions  with 
Commissioner  Torkildsen,  the  Attorney  General  reported  that  he 
was  in  disagreement  with  the  action  taken  by  the  Commissioner  and 
advised  that  his  office  would  get  involved  if  an  when  a  class 
action  suit  by  retail  employees  regarding  the  blue  laws  is  filed 
and  that  such  action  would  have  to  be  filed  by  individual 
employees  not  organizations  and  be  strictly  voluntary. 

Both  President  Faherty  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  noted  they 
were  well  aware  of  the  actions  of  both  the  Secretary  of  Labor  and 
the  Commissioner  of  L  &  I .  President  Faherty  also  reported  that 
there  were  ongoing  meeting  of  the  Public  employee  coalition  and 
that  representatives  of  NAGE  have  been  in  attendance  and  so 
notified  of  these  meetings. 

At  this  time,  VP  Wcislo  recommended  the  possibility  of  the  public 
employee  sector  unions  sponsoring  of  a  conference  around  the 
issue  of  privatization  and  of  the  possibility  of  working  it  into 
the  program  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO. 
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MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Legislative  Director.   So  voted. 

NEW  BUSINESS; 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Nigro  updated  the  Council  Vice  Presidents  on 
the  Pension  Investment  Conference  being  planned  for  September  and 
noted  John  Laughlin  was  helping  out  on  this  and  that  it  was 
scheduled  for  September  11,  12  and  13  at  the  Sheraton  Boston  and 
that  there  were  seven  paying  sponsors  involved  totally  $24,000  in 
sponsorships  and  that  the  Labor  portion  would  be  paid  in  kind  for 
work  being  done  in  preparing  materials,  etc.  for  the  event.  He 
reported  that  the  sponsors  included  that  National  AFL-CIO 
Building  Fund,  Multi-Employer  Property  Trust,  ULLICO,  the  Public 
Sector  via  Governor  Weld  through  the  Secretary  of  Labor  and 
Secretary  of  Economic  Affairs  and  Treasurer  Malone,  Speaker 
Flaherty  and  Senate  President  Bulger.  V.P.  Nigro  noted  this 
would  be  a  three  day  economically  targeted  event  and  that  at  the 
present  time  over  20  billion  dollars  in  pension  monies  goes  out 
to  other  states  and  that  conference  would  be  addressing  how  to 
invest  pension  monies  back  into  the  Commonwealth's  economy  which 
would  insure  more  jobs  in  the  State  and  of  the  possibility  of 
investing  these  monies  into  real  estate  which  would  also  produce 
revenue  for  the  State  and  would  assist  in  coming  to  terms  with 
many  of  the  problems  facing  public  sector  employees  and  that 
there  would  be  a  great  return  on  monies  being  invested  in  this 
manner. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  possible  and  potential  money  to 
be  used  for  first  time  home  buyers  and  on  keeping  these  monies  in 
this  state  and  utilizing  such  programs  for  union  members. 

V.P.  Nigro  further  advised  that  a  similar  conference  had  been  put 
together  in  New  York  and  that  Governor  Cuomo  had  participated  on 
the  program.  He  further  noted  that  if  the  press  picked  up  on  the 
plans  for  this  conference  the  press  coverage  would  be  turned 
against  the  use  of  pension  monies  for  investment  which  if  not 
addressed  could  be  a  potential  negative  for  the  conference. 

President  Faherty  noted  that  a  conference  such  as  this  is  a  joint 
venture  and  that  the  monies  to  be  invested  would  not  go  to  one 
specific  project  or  program  but  would  be  spread  around  into 
several  separate  ventures. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Ollivierre  addressed  the  Vice  Presidents 
urging  endorsement  of  the  Minority  Report  affecting  the  closing  of 
State  Mental  Health,  Mental  Retardation  and  Public  Health 
facilities.  He  reported  that  the  Governor  had  announced  the 
closing  of  9  facilities;  3  Mental  Health,  3  Mental  Retardation 
and  3  Public  Health  facilities;  that  our  Democratic  friends  in 
the  Legislature  had  given  the  Governor  the  authority  to  do 
whatever  he  wants  with  no  additional  authorization  required  from 
the  Legislature  to  close  these  facilities;  that  this  was  a 
blatant  effort  to  privatize  these  public  services  during  the  Weld 
realm;  could  not  be  possible  or  achieved  without  thousands  of 
patients/clients/elderly  being  released  into  the  streets,  into, 
nursing  homes,  if  accepted,  which  would  eventually  cost  the 
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commonwealth  more  money  to  take  care  of;  these  people  would  not 
have  a  chance  of  surviving  for  long,  especially  the  long-term 
elderly  and  most  fragile  clients. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  Minority  Report  and  the 
Governor's  package  to  shut  down  these  facilities. 

Vice  President  Ollivierre  reguested  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO  take  action  to  go  on  record  against  the  recommendations  of 
the  Governor's  package  regarding  the  closing  of  these 
institutions  and  be  on  record  in  support  of  the  Minority  Report 
which  is  in  opposition  to  the  above  closings. 

MMS  to  endorse  and  support  the  above  recommendations.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Felder  also  advised  that  in  addition  to  the  Minority  Report 
endorsements  that  she  wanted  the  Vice  Presidents  to  be  aware  that 
800  Mental  Health  workers  would  be  receiving  layoff  notices  and 
some  have  already  received  them. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  public  sector  union  members 
that  provide  the  essential  services  for  clients/patients/elderly 
etc. ,  their  commitment,  seniority  and  that  they  care  for  the  most 
seriously  ill  in  our  society;  the  use  of  vendors  and  the  benefit 
and  salary  packages  being  offered  to  public  employees  who  are 
being  considered  for  employment  by  these  vendors  and  on  hiring 
state  employees  back  at  lower  wages  and  benefits  as  vendor 
employees. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  necessity  of  having  our 
elected  Legislators  become  directly  involved  in  discussion  and 
any  action  taking  place  regarding  the  Governor's  proposal  to 
close  these  facilities. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  letters  have  already  been  sent  to 
Speaker  Flaherty  and  Senate  President  Bulger  from  the  Council  on 
this  issue. 

V.P.  Donegan  advised  that  the  Legislature  must  stay  out  of  the 
collective  bargaining  process  but  that  they  had  also  abrogated 
their  duties  and  have  given  up  their  authority  to  the  Governor  in 
this  matter.  He  also  suggested  a  letter  be  sent  to  the 
Legislature  stating  that  they  as  elected  officials  should  not  be 
giving  up  their  legislative  responsibilities. 

President  Faherty  noted  that  letters  have  been  going  out  to 
members  of  the  Legislature  and  that  he  is  being  chided  by  some 
saying  this  is  not  a  Labor  issue. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  announced  that  as  with  prior 
Council  tradition,  the  August  Executive  Council  would  be  held  in 
the  Western  part  of  the  State  and  that  the  Vice  Presidents  would 
be  so  notified  as  to  the  date  and  time  of  the  meeting  and 
traditional  August  Council  clambake. 
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Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  suggested  that  future  Council  meetings 
be  held  at  various  union/CLC  halls  in  that  the  costs  of  having 
meetings  at  the  BTU  are  up  in  that  $4  00.00  is  charged  just  for 
the  use  of  the  BTU  hall. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  holding  the  monthly  Executive 
Council  meetings  at  various  locations  throughout  the  State. 

V.P.  Kelleher  noted  that  rotating  the  meeting  site  was  an 
excellent  idea  and  offered  the  use  of  his  union  hall,  Local  1505, 
IBEW  in  Waltham  for  a  future  Council  meeting. 

V.P.  Mahar  also  suggested  use  of  his  union  hall,  IUE,  Local  201 
for  a  future  Council  meeting. 

Discussion  took  place  around  the  issue  of  also  sending  out  press 
releases  around  the  issue  of  the  Council's  support  of  the 
Minority  Report  on  State  Hospital  Closings  with  recommendations 
to  do  same. 

At  this  time,  John  Laughlin  updated  the  Council  Vice  Presidents 
on  the  transportation  and  event  activities  for  Solidarity  Day, 
1991  in  Washington,  D.C.  He  noted  that  the  National  AFL-CIO  was 
in  the  process  of  negotiating  for  seats  on  the  AMTRAK  train  and 
that  Co-Chairs  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Transportation  Committee, 
Vice  President  Irvin  and  Vice  President  Romano  have  been 
assisting;  that  300  seats  on  the  train  were  presently  available 
out  of  Boston  and  are  already  booked  and  that  negotiations  were 
underway  to  obtain  more. 

Discussion  took  place  around  the  issue  of  train  seats,  hook  ups 
in  Connecticut,  RTE  128  and  Maine  and  N.H.  coordination,  if 
feasible  and  possible;  on  the  use  of  airlines;  the  designation  of 
bus  captains;  the  possibility  of  other  trains  being  hooked  up  to 
Mass.  AMTRAK  trains  throughout  the  State;  negotiating  for 
additional  eguipment;  leaving  no  stone  unturned  to  get  additional 
seats  and  getting  information  out  to  Vice  Presidents,  affiliates 
and  CLC's  a.s.a.p. 

V.P.  Mahar  advised  that  Senator  Kennedy  was  instrumental  in 
getting  additional  train  seats  for  the  Solidarity  Day  I  event. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  discussions  are  taking  place  with 
the  members  of  the  Mass.  Congressional  Delegation  for  their 
assistance  in  this  matter. 

MMS  to  refer  Communications  to  the  Exec.  Officers.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Officers.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  Exec.  V.P.  Phinney  announced  that  an  Independent 
Union  was  in  the  process  of  holding  a  vote  of  affiliation  with 
the  UFCW,  which  included  4,850  people  in  21  stores  and  that  this 
union's  executive  board  had  already  voted  13  to  1  to  affiliate 
with  UFCW.   He  advised  he  would  keep  the  Council  advised  on  this 
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matter  which  he  noted  looked  to  be  a  successful  affiliation. 

V.P.  Wcislo  also  advised  that  SEIU,  Local  285,  although  on  a  much 
smaller  level,  but  an  equally  important  victory  for  the  Union  had 
won  4  small  bargaining  unit  elections  in  nursing  homes. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.

WHO?  All  American  trade  unionists.  In  addition,  just  as  in  1981,  AFL-CIO  President 
Lane  Kirkland  will  invite  labor's  traditional  allies  in  such  areas  as  civil  rights, 
health  care,  education,  freedom  of  association  and  worker  rights,  the  environ- 
ment, and  job  safety. 

WHAT?  A  demonstration,  only  in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  only  for  one  day.  Basically 
•  the  recruiting,  transportation  and  logistics  are  being  handled  by  the  interna- 
tional unions,  state  federations  and  local  central  bodies,  and  other  groups 
taking  part.  Each  of  those  groups  will  name  one  person  as  coordinator  to 
assist  its  own  members.  The  AFL-CIO  has  a  Solidarity  Day  office,  202-508-6920 
or  1-800-LABOR  91  (FAX  202-637-5058),  which  can  provide  the  names  of  co- 
ordinators. Thus  individuals,  local  unions,  chapters  or  local  bodies  of  any 
type  should  voice  their  interest  first  to  the  national  organization  to  which 
they  belong.  There  will  be  a  list  of  area  coordinators  by  state  and  area  who 
will  act  as  liaison  for  details  among  the  various  unions  and  groups. 

WHERE?  Marchers  will  gather  first  on  the  North  Slope  of  the  Washington  Monument 
for  entertainment,  picnics,  and  introductions  of  celebrities  and  VIPs.  Present 
plans  call  for  marching  by  organization  up  Constitution  Avenue,  as  we  did 
in  1981,  past  the  National  Archives  and  Departments  of  Labor  and  Justice 
to  the  West  Front  of  the  Capitol.  Once  at  the  Capitol,  there  will  be  entertain- 
ment and  addresses  by  prominent  leaders. 

WHEN?  August  31,  1991,  beginning  in  the  morning  when  we  start  to  assemble  on 
the  Mall.  The  march  to  the  Capitol  will  not  start  before  noon.  The  formal 
program  will  end  early  enough  so  buses  and  other  transportation  can  leave 
by  5  p.m. 

WHY?  Solidarity  Day  will  have  three  major  goals:  legislation  prohibiting  the  perma- 
nent replacement  of  strikers,  enactment  of  national  health  care  reform,  and 
full  freedom  of  association  abroad  and  at  home  (collective  bargaining  for 
all  public  sector  employees).  Other  goals  will  include  civil  rights,  anti- 
recession and  jobs  programs,  aid  to  state  and  local  governments,  education, 
workplace  safety,  and  the  environment.  The  AFL-CIO  calls  on  all  union 
members,  their  families  and  their  allies  to  come  to  Washington,  D.C.  on  the 
Saturday  of  Labor  Day  weekend  (August  31)  to  show  America  that  "we  are 
one,  we  are  strong,  and  we  are  determined."
